ELECTOEAL REPRESENTATION^ 

Tho Opposition are endeavoring to ro- 
freeh their thirsty souls from the pure 
fountain of Kootflnuy poiiiics. Let thera 
alone. They will need it all. But there 
are some things mixed Hp with their or- 
gan's jubilations which, cannot very well 
be allowed to pass without challenge. 
The public are informed that the present 
Administration is chiefly distinguished 
for the facility with which it breaks its 
pledges; and, in illtfttration of this not 
very admirable idiosyncrasy, it is stat- 
ed that it was distinctly promised in a 
speech from the throne "that the repre- 
sentation of the people shoald be bo 
amended that Gussiar should be intitled 
to send one or moro members to the 
House, and that Nanaimo should be on- 
titled to send another." Now, a reference 
to State documents conviols the organ of 
grossly misstating the facts. This is what 
was in the speech from the throne: "I 
shall propose to you 'a measure to amend 
the "Ooustitutiou Act" by pro\*idiug for 
a mora equitable representation of the 
Province in your honorable Assembly." 

As will be observed, no such promise 
as is alleged to have been made and brok- 
en -was ever made at all;:bmk;&4biU,.for a 
general reconstruction of the representa- 
tive basis throughout the Province ap- 
pears to have been given. Tho work of 
redistribution of seats is one which could, 
of oonrs*, be done any BObsion; but that 
the last session of a Parliament would bo 
the proper one at which to do it is a pro- 
position 80 self evident as to admit of no 
argument whatever. And this principle 
was thoroughly understood and fully ad- 
mitted when, during the last years of its 
existence, the WalUem Administration 
was so earnestly urged, both in these col- 
umns and in the Legislature, to make 
Buob changes as would, whilg meeting the 
^particular necessities of CaBsiar and Nanai- 
mo, meet the general w..nt3 of the 
whole Province. A very little con- 
sideration must satisfy all who will 
think and can reason that this proposi- 
tion is unassailable, and that the fulmiua- 
tions of our contemporary are baseless 
and hypocritical. The redistribution of 
seats or readjustment of the basis of re 
presentation involves a cardinal constitu- 
tional change which could only takeefifect 
at the expiration of a Parliament. To be 
still more explicit, the existing Parlia- 
ment iscoraposed of twenty- five members, 
elected for eleven constituencies— six on 
Vancouver Island sending twelve, and 
fiv e on tbe Mainland sending thirteen. 
Any change in the basis of representation 
would necessarily cause a change in tho 
constitution of the House, and could not, 
as a matter of constitutional law, take 
eflfect until the present House, created on 
the existing electoral basis, ceased to 
exist by one of the only two ways known 
to the constitution, viz: effluxion of time 
or dissolution. The present Government 
are the creation of the present House. 
They could not very well bo expected to 
go to work and reconstruct the basis of 
representation and dissolve the House at 
the first or seco'.d, or oven the third 
session, unless thereto moved by some 
more cogent reason than the abstract one 
of a more equitable distribution of 
seats. So long as they enjoy the 
onfidence and support of a majority 
of the people's ropresentutives, they may 
be presumed to be justified iu con- 
tinning to conduct the public busi- 
ness; and at the last session of tUo Par- 
liament, (which will bo the session after 
next, unless something should meanwhile 
arise to bring about dissolution) will bo 
the proper time to redeem their uromiso 
to bring down a complete meabaie for 
placing the representation of the Province 
on a more equitable basis— one which, 
while conceding representation to Gassiar 
and a larger representation to Nanaimo, 
will at the same time readjust rispresenta- 
tion throughout the whole Province and 
do away with the anomaly of a single 
coiumunity of thirty-live electors sending 
as many representativoa to tho House as 
other communities of ten times that num- 
ber are permitted to send. It will bo 
clear enough from the foregoing facts and 
conclusions that it is the party now in op- 
position that is to blame for the present 
very unsatiafactory condition of ttie basia 
of representntiou. If the Walkom Admin- 
istratioL' had dono its duty, a measure 
would luivo been introduced during tho 
last session of tho last Parliament, provid- 
ing not only for the representation of 
Gassiar and the additional represectatiou 
of Nanaimo, but for placing tho represen- 
tation of the whole country ou a moro 
equitable basis. That AdminiBtration was 
urged to do so; but it refused and missed 
tbe only proper opportunity. And now 
the organ of that party has the indecency 
to turn rotind wd abnae the Elliott Ad- 
ministration for not doing out of season 
Avhat its masters neglected, nay rc/usnd to 
to at the only proper time! There may pos- 
sibly be occasion for tho present Admin- 
istration to do the work sooner than Par- 
liament shall have expired by elUusion of 
time; and the party our contemporary 
touts for may not be " greatly pleased 
thereat 1" 



The improved returns of the traffic 
of the two great Canadian railways ore 
gratifying evidence of the better times 
by which the recent period of depres- 
sion is.; Sfradualiy being auooeeded. 
The last traffic report of the Grand 
Trunk ehovred nn increase iu the 
week's business amounting to no less 
than $44,000 as compared with the 
traffic of tho corresponding week in 
1876, while tho Great Western exhib- 
its an increase of $21,000. If this 
were merely so much additional traffic 
carried at unproductive rates, it might 
not bo so satisfactory ; but the im- 
provement in rates has been concur- 
rent with the larger bulk moved, the 
two causes together combining to en- 
hance the actual profit of the respect- 
ive companies' operations. 

So far as the general aspect of affairs 
tho country over is concerned, there 
is every ground for satisfaction. At 
the same time,, the. extraordinarily mild 
season has undoubtedly had a very in- 
jurious effect on many branches of 
trade. It has stopped a good deal of 
local traveling, to which we usually 
look at this period of the yoixr, when 
snow comes to the aid of the farming 
population, and while the dwellers in 
cities postpone or altogether avoid 
making many purchases, a sharper 
temperature would have renderodnec 
essary, the usual visits of country cus 
tomers who are also comporatively few 
in number. This,however, is not owing 
to the mildness of the winter, so far, 
alone. It is quite true that we have 
had a good harvest, but the agricultu- 
ral population had suffered severely 
last year by a very poor one, and for 
two or three years past by leas than 
average crops. To use a common 
phrase, they are not all at once "flush 
of money," and a sentiment of pru- 
dence will often remain long after the 
necessity for its immediate exorcise 
has been removed. The stagnation 
which no doubt largely affects the re- 
tail trade, more particularly at the 
present time is, therefore, while clear- 
ly traceable to two or three very obvi- 
ous causes, no sign of a want of sub- 
stantial prosperity in the country at 
large.

J. B. Mutthows, boing twori!, snid ho 
was a mombor of thu lioyal Collugo of 
Surgeons. Un tho morning of tbo 5th 
inst. the nigbt v/utobmnu brought a mon 
wounded iu the bead; examiaed the wound 
and took a quantity of glass out of it; 
found tbat tbo outer tablo of tbo right 
side Of tbo frontid bono was fiaoturud; 
there was also a f ranturo of tho inner table, 
but could not toll to what extent; heard 
that the man's name was Albert Qorritt- 
Bon; visited him twice at his own honae; 
then sent him to St. Joseph's hospital ; 
on the second day of bis stay iu the bo-s- 
pital witness and Di-. Trimble extracted a 
lotof glass aud bono from tho wound, and 
on the lltb inst. tboy wore obliged to 
trephine him on account of the proasuro 
on tho brain; they removed two more 
large pieoos of bene from tho inner table, 
-wfalohiXdlieved.Iiim for about 12 hours; 
lie dlied tho following evening; saw the 
body on tbo day of tbo in(j^uo3t; tho cause 
of his daatb was tbo pressure and inQa- 
matioaoftbe membrane^' of the brain; 
the glass produced is part of the glass ex- 
tracted from the wonnd, it is ordinary 
black bottle glass. 

John Blaob;;-a;sjp,eoial ooustablo, being- 
Bworn, said that on the morning uf tiie 
5th of January he was on duty on Gov- 
ernment street; saw Albert Gorrittaeu 
oome up from tho direction of Wharf 
street; he WU8 holding his head down; 
aakod him wbat Avas the matter? he said 
a man had struck him ou the head with a 
bottle, he did not know his name 
but would show hitia the house; took 
the deceased to Dr. Matthews, who took 
some pieces of glass out of the wound and 
then dressed it; went to tbo Superinten- 
dent and told him what had happened; 
then went to the house on Store street 
pointed out by Gurritt^un; the Superin- 
tendent knocked at the door; and on 
entering, Gerrittsou pointod out the pris- 
oner aa the man who struck bim 
with a bottle; the prisoner ackuowlodg 
ed striking him on the head with 
a bottle; while the ' lii-isoner was 
patting on his clothes witness wont out 
and picked up tho portion of tho broken 
bottle produced; these.'vero about tivo or 
k six paces from the priBohor's house; there 
was no smell of spirits about tbo bottle or 
sign of auy lii]Uor (in tlie. h;iduv,alk; tho 
prisoner was then arrested ; took Gorritt- 
Ben to his bouse; tbo prisoner said tbat 
Gerrittsen had brought a bottle of wbia- 
I(ey tiiere for his klootohman and tbat he 
(Morgaii)'Uadi8iiia6lieiVi<<'dver his head; 
Gerrittsen denied tiaving taken any wbia- 
key there or being inside the house; saw 
Albert Gerrittsen's body in St. Josepb'.s 
hospital. 

William Bowden, Superintendent of 
Polioe.boing sworn, said thi\t about 1.80 a. 
n). qn the^th inst.hq wont to Store street 
in company 'Vfith.o^cer Black and Albert 
Gerrittsen. Albert Gerrittsen pointed to 
a' door and said tbat is where tho man 
lives who struck me on tbo head witli a 
pottle: knookod at tbo door at(d tbo pris- 
oner Edward Morgan caliod out "Wbo is 
tiiere?" told him ho was tho ynporinten- 
dent of Police; ho then opened the door; 
4 asked him to get a light; witneis then en- 
tered with officer Black; Albert Gerrittsen 
came in immediately after and pointod 
out the prisoner Edward Morgan as bo- 
ing the man who struck him on tbo head 
with a bottlo; tho prisoner then said that 
Qey rittson had brought a bottle of whis- 
key to give to his (Morganis) kloqtchman; 
• fthdthathe hit} lalfen the bottle and 
brokou it on Gerrittsen's head; Gerrittsen 
denied having taken tho whiskey thero or 
having boon in the bouse. Dui-ing tlio 
time the prisoner was drossiiig ollicer 
Blaok went out and brought in a porlion 
pi the bottle; it was tbdi perfocdy dry 
and had no staell of any kind of spjrits; 
arrested the priaouoraud took him to gaol, 
and when in gaol ho gave his name as 
Edward Jlorgan ; was prcs(!nt at an impiest 
field on tbo body of Albort Gevrittuou nt 
l^t.' Joa'eph's hospital on Mqndi^y last, 

Willit^in McQuado, boing sworn, said 
hp ws !\ long- shore-man; know the pris- 
oner; on the oveidng of tho Jth inat, bu 
was sitting iu his o.'ibiii oil' Fort street; it 
must have boon between 1 L and I'i o'oloek; 
heard a man wal)c up tbo alloy way; shoi't- 
ly after got up aud went out to .Store 
^ street aud as he turned to go in sa\y a igftu 
noming down the sidowolk; stopped to 
goe 'who the man waa; and heal'd a man 
say "I tion'fc want you sneaking round my 
door any more, if yon do I'll lis you;" 
tho man on the sidewalk said "I was not 
sneakii^g round your door, I was only 
walfcinfir on the sidewalk aud I guess I 
have as maoh r|ght to wiilk tliore aH you;" 
then heat'd soq^ething strike t^e hp^d ' 6t 
m'nn'on the ^idewolk, ana then heard 
gli^ss rattling on tho sidewalk; tho man 
struck then put his hand to bin foruho(\ct 
(Hjd said, "dpn't j'OU do that nnymore," 
f^nd ptoonod down and picked "p liis hat, 
avA went ol! towards tho south; after the 
man was hit ou the head heard a door 
alam ; did not know at the time who lived 
in tho house; saw tho body of a man at .St. 
Joaeijh's Eospital at thu iiKjuost on Mon 
day Iftst; oould not tell wbetlior it was tho 
sacae iudu l^o l)ad soeu atruok ou tho 5th 
iliBt: Baw a wound on his forehead; did 
Hot know of hiH own knowledge what the 
4 man's name wa->. 

In auawei" to INfr. Walkom— It was J\ot 
very dark out on tl^a stros^V 

in answer to the Supecintandent— Did 
noi B^'e thd' man walking aloog the side- 



walk touch any door; the distance between 
where the laau was standing and whefe he 
hoard tho door slam was abont 15 or 18 
feet. 

In answer to Mr. 'WalkGm— Could not 
see the door; oould havo seen it if ho had 
been standing on the sidewalk. 

In answer to Superintendent — Was 
ab«ut six or eight feet from the man when 
he was struck; after a short while came 
out of his cabin and looked for a piece of 
the glass; found some, and on examining 
it found that it was a piece of a blaok 
bottle. 

The case waa then adjourned for one 
day. .

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

iRoMB, Jan. 11.— The two prelates who 
were sent to tho Quirinal by the Pope 
brought the papal benediction. It is said 
the Pope exclaimed that he would have 
gone himself to administer the sacra- 
ments, but for his infirmity. 

The FanfiMar reports that Victor Em- 
anuel said on his death bed: "I have al- 
ways felt an affection and deference toward 
tho person of the Pope. If I have per- 
sonally displeased him I am Borry,;.but in 
all my a^ts I have always had the consci- 
ousness of having fulfilled my duties ns a 
citizen and a prince, and of novor having 
committed anything contrary to religion." 

Victor Emanuel lies in Komo on tbo 
ground floor of the Quirinal on tho simple 
low curtained iron bedstead on whioh bo 
•died. A row of wax lights stand at tho 
foot of the bed. A chaplain continually 
recites jirayors for the dead, and four 
aids de-camp koop watch. Nothing has 
been decided yet concerning tho placo of 
burial; although tho King's ancestors are 
all buried near Turin, there seem,9 to bo 
an idea that the first King of Italy ought 
to be buried in Borne. . 

London, Jan. 12.— Tho body of Victor 
Emanuol has been embalmed. It is stated 
that Cardinal Victor Vicar has granted 
the B.isilica of Santa Marin Maggioro for 
the funeral ceremony. Italian olorieal 
journals declare tho liying King before bo 
received the viaticum asked the Pope's 
forgiveness of his Bins. A loter telegram 
flays tho statement is authoritatively con- 
tradiotod and declares tbat Victor Em- 
anuel made no declaration, which could 
give the lie to his glorious lifo as an 
Italian King. Several municipalities havo 
already resolved to eroct statues of tho 
late King. The ohombers have been sum- 
moned to reassemble on the IGtb. , 

Paris, Jan. 12.— The death of King 
Victor Emanuel produced a great im- 
pression here. The sudden disappearance 
of tho patriotic promoter of Italian unity 
creates fresh anxiety iu tho minds of 
Frenoh politicians. Victor Emanuel, de- 
spite every iofluohce brought to bear on 
him, bad remained tho^friend of France, 
and notwithstaiiding the cession of Savoy 
and Nice and tbo hasty pe2.oo of Villa 
Franca, bo deemed himself under obliga- 
tions to France, although Italy, raade dii*- 
trustful by ultra montuniam, bad latterly 
formed such relations with Germany as 
to pass for a docile ally, it is known and 
was proved by his recent interview with 
Gambetta that Victor Bmauriil would not, 
except at the last extremity, have acceded 
to any enterijrise apparently luouaoing 
Franco. His death deprives this country 
of this moral security, baaed entirely on 
tho King's personal feeling, and effaces 
the last trace of an individual gratitude 
whioh inspired the French nation with 
instinetTve confidence. Tho prospect of 
an early conclave coupled with this event 
excites anxieties which Victor Emanuel 
had warded off. Although Pius IX re- 
peatedly declared that be should live 
long enough to see the King repent on bis 
deathbed, the two men, it is known, could 
not holp liking each other, and- the King 
bad often prevented his advisers from tak- 
ing too seriously to heart the attacks 
which tho pontiff took pleasure in heaping 
upon him. Here the individual good 
will and respect disappear with tho King, 
and there is no tolling how far Italy will 
now be willing or able to protect the de- 
liberations of the oonelaye. 

Rome, Jan. 12. — King Humbert I. has 
ordered tho Italian court to go into 
mourning six months. It is said Hum- 
bert, though originally in favor of Turin, 
is now disposed to agree to Viotctr Bman- 
uel'a being interred' in' Bome, but will 
cqdsuit bis brother, 

Henry M Stanley, the Afrioiyi explorer, 
arrived bore to-day. The medal which 
had been decreed to bim by the late king 
was privatelj' preseited. 

London, Jan. 11.— Gormanand Russian 
courts will go into mourning three weeks 
for Victor Emanuol. Tho court circular, 
says QuQon Victoria received ihe aewa of 
Vic^ior Bmauuel B death with great regret. 
'Ibe deceased wits always a friend of Eng- 
land. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Wasuinqton, Jan. 12.— A bill was in- 
troduced to-day by Luttreli to prohibit 
tho emi)loyment of Chinese or Mongolians 
oiU any public works of tho United States. 
It provides that after tho 4th of July, 
1878, any owner, master or commanding 
offloura having management or control of 
any ship, vessel or craft, sailing, navigat- 
ed, managed or controlled, under the 
United Htatss ilag, who shall employ Chi- 
namen or Mongolians shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
vection ^horoof panishe^l hy u fide of 8500 
f^r eeidh Chinaman or.
